Pennsylvasis, Olio, and Iodisns have
united their voioes with those of Vermout and
Maine, in pronouncing the condemnation of
the Demooratio party. The struggle was
more evenly matohed (Lau o the jar North-
ern States, and the majorities are not g0 ::ﬁ:r-
whelming, But they sre large enongh. They
make 1the general resnlt in Novembar abio-
Iutely certaiu, Not only 5o, bat they sacare
1o the Hepublican eandidates a clear majority
of all the electoral votes, without counting the
vote of a recopstruoted State o their favor. The
whole number of electoral votes, il all tha
Stater were restored, wonld be 317, Oaly 204
will, however, be cast. (General Grant is seotire
of 1562 votes from the States which wera navar
olaimed for the Sonthern Conled:iracy, with-
out countipg New York in his favor., He is
algo morally certain to oarry Missonrl and
West Virginia which will give Lim 108 voles
of indisputable valldity. In addition to these
he will receive the votes ol geveral recon-
strooted States, aud is quite as likely as any-
body elea to earry New York and California,
in which cage Mr. Sey mour will receive less
than fiity electoral voles. In any event, he
eannotl possibly et more thiao moety.

Although this result has besn long foresesn
by those who have studied the subjuot with
impartiality, and the fgures ara exactly the
game a8 those which we gave last Jaus, yet
the facts are so remarkable as to excile some
wonder in minds which have from the first
antivipated thvm. The Repnblican party will,
next November, have carried three suovsssive
Presidential elections by steadily increasing
popular majorities. It will have oarried n
majority of the Northern States for its Presi-
dential candidates foar times in sucesssion.
It will have had a popular mejority in the
North at every anoual election for eleven
wyears, with only one exception.

Buch & continuous series of viotories is a
marvellous thing. I’ablic opinion nudergoes
even more rapid changes now than in former
days. Indeed, the doctrines of the Republican

arty have changed greatly in some respects.
§at, amid all tbess chaoges, aud with the
heavy disadvantags of an enormous foreign
immigration constnutly making votes against
1i—and this ia a fact not sufliciently considered
=the party has maintained a hold upon the
eonfidence of the people which ia without any
parallel in the last forty years,

The principal cause of this popular stead-
Tastness may be found in the extraordinary
©btuseness and wickedneas of the Democratio
party—qualitiesa of which it has made even
anore than its usual display this year. Its
obtuseness was illustrated by the nomination
of Seymour—its wickedness and obtnseness
both by that of Blair: the former proviog that
it conld not get out of its old rut, even to save
its life; and the Jatter showing that the only
vew allies that were welcome to its camp
were those who came with more ferovity
of aﬂlrit than was possessed even by the
old line soldiers. Huving thus opened the

oampaign by throwing away all chance
of success in a fair fight, the part
managers undertook to maintain  their

reputation for wickedness, as well as to ra-
eover their lost ground, by an organized and
widespread system of frand. In Penunsylvania
they manufactured citizens by the thonsand,
ander pretended forms of law, but really in
open disregard of the law; and fearing lest

ege shounld not suflice, they forged nnknown
pumbers of mnaturalization certificates. In

Indiana, where the law affords most nnwisf
facilities for anoh operations, they CULOLIZS

voters from Kentocky in nombers which
gufliced to carry two Couvgressional distriots,
and very nearly carried the State.

No one seems able to devise the means of

nnpishing or fully preventing these monstrous

rauds. Tha pablic conscience is mot awake
20 their true oharacter, and respectable
men do not treat a political forger as they do
the forger of & note. Unfortuunately, all par-
tles are more or less guilty in this respect.
The Republicans chea.ed badly in Indisna in
1564, exouging themselves on the ground that
$heir opponents were engaged in treasonable
conspiracies. The Democrats, of course, have
an exouse equally satisfactory to themselves,
But, beyond all guestion, they do the moat
cheating, and their preponderance of sin
brings fts punishment in the loss of nearly
enough votes amoug honorable men to make
ayp for all that thsiy gain by fraud. Moreover,
men who uniformly cheat their political oppo-
nents are absolutely sure to cheat amoug
themselves; and the nstorlety of the Demo-
oratio party for the frandalsnt character of its
internal management has much to do with its
present depressed vondition.

How depressed that condition is, we have
all been made aware by the extraordinary
proposition of & change in the candidates of
the party. This suggestion, salthough not
ndopted, has received a degree of attention
that would never have been given to it if the
party had not despaired of snccess. The Re-

nblican majority in Pennsylvania is not very
arge, while that in Indiana is extremaly
small; yet no sensible Democrat dreams of
overcoming either in November. The De-
mooracy has obvionsly lost all hope of farcher
gaing; it has exhausted its ntmost strength,
and no lopger dreams of viclory outside of
New York and New Jersey. Of course, no
change can now be made eitherin the ticket or
the platform. Rbetorically, it is well to praise
“‘audacity,” but when one-third of an army
secretly longs for an excuss to desert, a
change of flag or leader in the face of the
enemy i2 a fatal experiment. The Demooratio
mansgers want to keep their party together
for another struggle, althongh in this thsy
foresee inevitable defeat.

The Republicaus lose seven members of
Congrees, and these lossel, added to thoss
which are certain to be sustained in November,
Particularly in the Sonthern States, make it
probable thatthe party will not have quile
iwo-thirds of the next House of Representa-
tives. While regrettiog s, Joss of some
faithful members, we are not disseisfiad with
the general result, The majority in OUongrazs
has been too large for its own good. It has
had the power of suspending the rules aud
ghuttiog off debate, whenever it was disposed,
and it has exercissd this power far 100 often
for the welfare of the country and of the party.
The majority in the next Hounse, even if it
nambers two thirds, will be unable to muster
such & vole without the nunsnimons cononr-
rence of the party; and the moderate mambers
will thug be able to hold their more inosutions
associates in cheok.

Indeed, the comparative smallness of the
majorities by which the fate of this campaign
ha# been declded is not a matter of great
regret. We ghould have been more sorry
than we oan well express if the majorities had
pbeen the other way; but we think they are
about a8 largs a5 o far-geeiog friend of Repub-
floanfsm ecounld desire. The resull aciually
attained will gecure all the snbatautiasl fruita
of the most sweepipg viotory, while It wiil
pleo, we believe, lpress npon the party conn-

sels that modaration and patience which, far
more than any temporary majorities, seours
peimavent and satistactory trinmphs.
